A. DEPT OF FINANCE - Final Approval of the FY2017 Budget and set tax rates

Ms. Cudmore summarized the FY2017 budget. The general fund budget of $222,167,023 is
2.3% less than the approved 2016 budget. The property tax rate for FY 2017 remains the same at
$.8252 per one hundred dollars of assessed value for real property and the local income tax rate
remains at 3% of net taxable income. There in an Environmental Service Fee increase from $60
to $72 and an Emergency Services Support tax increase from $0.016 to $0.024. The budget for
County Departments is $52.743.875; Elected Officials, $42,423,483; Boards and State Agencies
$114,139,294; Other Budget Costs $14,763,262 and Transfers and Reserves

($1,902,891). County employees will receive a one-step merit increase and see a 12% increase
in health insurance. There will be no cost of living allowance. The Sheriff’s Office is funded at
the FY2016 approved non-grant level of $36,761,616. This includes funding for the increase pay
scales for sworn employees as a result of a compensation study. The County’s recurring
appropriation funding for the Board of Education is $99,717,401 which includes the full cost of
the merits provided in 2016 and a required increase for health insurance along with an additional
$2,972,992 for a one-time purchase of Technology and Science Book replacements. The Board
of Education’s funding from the County totals $102,690,393, an increase of $4 million over last
year.
